NEUROKINESIS~THE COMMON NERVOUS TROUBLE OF OLD 

SOLDIERS*

Pardon me fpr asking why it is that the ex-soldier*s hands tremble ? Why 
is his gait unsteady ? Why these failures of memory and will power? Why is 
he so sensitive to thermal changes or why, I should have said, this permanent 
unbalancing of the heat regulating mechanism of the soldier's body ? 

Why is it that he is so often disqualified for making the best possible adjust- 
ment or even an average adjustment of his surroundings? Why does he so 
often fall behind his competitors in the struggle for existence ? What is the cause 
of the aches and pains that he will persist in calling rheumatic ? Why that stiff- 
ness when attempting to mobilize himself? What has become of his ability to 
make fine mental and muscular adjustments? Why in short, do the ex-soldiers 
age young ? 

These are no fictions of the imagination. You can find evidences of these 
physical defects on every hand — they are visible to every competent observer 
and so very common that they have been almost entirely overlooked. 

Men think, reason^ remember, will and act by reason of their having a ner- 
ous system and it is to state a very simple truth when we say that defect of func- 
tion always follows a defect of nerve structure. The converse is also true that 
when the nervous system functions defectively, it is evidence of a defect within 
itself, and when it functions defectively for long periods of time the defect is 
undoubtedly structural. 

The life of our soldiers of the late war was one continuous hardship to the 
nervous system. It was characterized by continuous discomfort to the body in

general and the nervous system in particular. When the brain of man functions 
as courage in the presence of great and imminent danger, it does so at a great 
sacrifice of energy, and there can be no great sacrifice of energy without injury 
to the physical substructure that has functioned as energy. Gen. Sheridan wm 
honest enough to say that he was < *• d — d afraid '' in battle ; that it was all a ques- 
tion of the power of the mind over the body; and for every one hour of battle, 
there were hundreds of hours of the brain tension of expected danger. 

One of the prominent factors in the deterioration of the soldier's nervous 
system was loss of regular sleep in a comfortable bed. The wear and tear of 
the soldier's organism was never compensated for (and under the circumstances 
of war never could have been) by adequate rest and refreshment 

The nervous system of man is the highest known product of organic evolu- 
tion in the universe, for in the hemispherical ganglia of the human brain, V mat- 
ter rises to the dignity of thought." The structure of the nervous system is deli- 
cate and complex beyond all other things — it cannot be abused with impunity, 
although long intervals oftinu may exist betwixt the infliction of the injury and the 
after effects that never fail to follow if life is sufficiendy prolonged. 

These nervous defects did originate in the service of the United States, 
and in the line of duty, and they are pensionable under the existing laws ; but 
what does the pensioner know about neuro-pathology ? He knows that he tires 
readily when engaged at manual labor that a sound man performs with ease ; 
that his wind (as he expresses it) gives out, and that somehow he is not well; 
being unversed in medical nomenclature, he is at a loss to give a name to his 
ailments, and consequently cannot in many cases go to work properly and lay 
the foundation of a well-deserved pension claim. My purpose in writing this 
article is for the ex soldier's good and his country's honor. It is to call atten- 
tion to these disabilities that are so common, as stated above, that we are apt to 
overlook them. 

In presenting this paper, I have no axe to grind ; I did not come here 
to peddle my wares; I did not write this to advertise any fancied superior wis- 
dom in the domain of neuro-pathology ; but I am here to point out a way where- 
by every one of us can conscientiously help some deserving man before the end 
of this week, if we will but look around us for the opportunity. 

Dr. Stearns, of Lynn, Mass. , has suggested the word Neurokinesis to express 
in brief the common nervous troubles of the ex-soldiers. It would seem that 
Neurokinesis, meaning a shaking up of the nervous system, should be applied 
to the cause of these troubles, and t)iat neural atrophy would better express the 
present conditions as we find them in these cases to-day. I am aware that the 
words neural atrophy involve a pathological hypothesis, but it is an hypothesis 
resting on grounds that appear impregnable; however a pension claim can be 
brought before the pension bureau under the broad heading of nervous debil- 
ity, which words in these cases do not involve any guessing whatever. 

I shall state a truism when I tell you that these nervous defects are the out- 
come of a permanent and (as a rule with but few, very few exceptions) incur- 
ably diseased nervous system. There is a physical basis beneath all of these 
defects of function. The subjective force of unnatural and unhealthful nerve 
fimction is always pathological. These defects began when the young soldier 
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left a comfortable home and entered an unhygienic environment, and they are 
the outcome of the sum total of all of the hardships experienced by the soldier 
while in the service of the United States and in the line of duty during all ot 
ih^ years ^ tnonths and days of said service as shown upon the muster rolls con- 
taining their war records and which are now on file in the war department ot 
the United States. 

Somebody is to blame for the neglect to pension these men for these dis- 
abilities — the fault is not with the pension bureau; it cannot issue pensions for 
nervous disability until a formal demand for it has been made; the fault is not 
with the soldier, for he is incompetent to know very much about pathological 
matters. The fault lies with us and others, who are the medical advisors of 
these men, because certificates of disability upon which to base a pension claim 
must necessarily in the majority of cases come from the family physician. Let 
each and all of us resolve to make amends for past neglect and contribute of our 
knowledge and diagnostic skill to help these men obtain their just dues. No 
country can afford to treat its brave men grudgingly and no generous man would 
object to the pensioning for these disabilities. 

The common nervous troubles of old soldiers are the legitimate sequela of 
the degradation of nerve structure that had its origin in the Neurokinesis of bat- 
tle, in the tiresome watches of sleepless nights, in exposures to thermal extremes 
in the ever varying vicissitudes of climate. They came of malarial saturation^ 
they were bom in prison pens, while Infinite Mercy slept. Andersonville was 
fruitful of causation in this direction — Andersonville, over which God, for some 
inscrutable reason, spread a pall that was impervious to prayer — ^they only need 
to be looked for to be found, and they should be recognized and brought to the 
attention of the government by us that justice may be done to these brave men 
who cannot obtain it of themselves. 

There is a form of progressive nervous disease that has its origin in a pain- 
ful scar or cicatrix that has been insufficiently noticed by medical writers except 
in what is known as painful stump. A painful cicatrix means a neuritis^ and it 
is the law of neuritis to proceed along the affected nerve centripetally until the 
spinal cord is involved, and sometimes the mischief extends to the brain and 
the victim becomes a total wreck. 

Pardon me for inviting your attention to the entanglement of nerve fiber 
in cicatrical tissue — the gynaecologist has appreciated this pathological condi- 
tion at its true value, but it is capable of giving rise to untold miseries in other 
localities than the cervix uteri. 

A neighbor received a gun shot flesh wound of his right arm that was fol- 
lowed by gangrene that finally healed, leaving a rather large but painful cica- 
trix, which gave rise to a painful arm, and finally epilepsy supervened. His 
present condition is that of dementia and a general paralysis — his face wears an 
idiotic leer. In a few more months the degradation of nerve structure will have 
reached limits that are incompatible with life. 

And now a word about the unhinging of the heat regulating mechanism of 
the soldier's body. It reminds us of the famous leaning tower of Pisa. A lesser 
force would be required to overturn it than a similar tower that stands erects 
It is possible for this defect of the so-called heat regulating center to the soldier's 
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nervous system to make all of the diflerence betwixt a transient nasal catarrh 
in a previously sound man and a fatal acute lung ailment in the unsound man. 
It should never be forgotten that an unhinging of the heat regulating mechanism 
caused by exposure in the Chickahominy swamps in 1862, may become the 
prime cause of a soldier's death from pneumonia in the coming winter of 1888-9. 
The laws which pension the widow and orphan are ironclad. No com- 
missioner can make the much needed rules that shall pension all regardless of 
the cause of the husband and the father's death, consequently we, as the family 
physicians of these veterans, should see to ii when a soldier dies of an acute disease 
that the part played in the fatal drama by diminished vital resistence that was thh con- 
sequence of his pensionable ailments shall be scientifically determined, the facts prop- 
erly written out and covered by an affidavit duly signed and sealed according 
to law, ever "holding evenly balanced the scales of justice between the pen- 
sioner and the Pension Bureau without prejudice or partiality to either."

TRAUMATIC STRICTURE OF THE (ESOPHAGUS *

I desire to report an interesting, but by no means rare, 'case of surgery for 
your consideration to-day. While this is the only case that has come under 
my immediate observation, yet the recent introduction of such powerful caus- 
tics as concentrated lye has alarmingly increased the number of these cases. 

The case to which I desire to call your attention briefly is one of traumatic 
stricture of the oesophagus of a child, which was cured by gradual dilatation. 

Case. — Ella J , age three years, while playing in the yard, got hold of 

a cup of concentrated lye and drank a portion of the contents The physician 
who saw the case a few moments aft^r the accident occurred found the tongue^ 
cheeks and mucous surfaces of the fauces whitened, and the child suffering in- 
tense pain, and from the vomiting of all food taken it was supposed that a por- 
tion of the lye had been swallowed. The case was treated with demulcents 
and various mouth washes by a brother physician since deceased, and I can 
therefore only give a brief mention of the case at this stage. 

For several weeks after the accident it was found that the child was unable 
to swallow its food, except small quantities of liquid. All solid food was re- 
jected by vomiting or eructation. As the trouble in this jrespect grew worse 
and the emaciation more marked, the little patient was taken to J. P. Vaughn, 
of Glasgow, Mo., who very' readily diagnosed the trouble, and advised as a 
treatment gradual dilatation by olive-shaped bougies. The parents were advised 
to place the patient under my care, as it was not convenient for Dr. V. to treat 
the case.

1 took charge ol the case September 11, 1875, and on examination I 
found a stricture of the oesophagus about midway between the fauces and the 
stomach. There was considerable dilatation of the walls of the oesophagus 
just above the stricture, caused by the accumulation of food before being eject- 
ed. I succeeded in passing a No. 8 hard rubber catheter through the stricture, 
and the difficulties experienced in its introduction can be better imagined than 
described, as it so frightened the little patient that it took both parents to hold 
her in the chair, and with a cord between her teeth the instrument had to be 
introduced while the youngster was struggling and crying with all her might. I 
found on first introducing the bougie that the oesophagus was nearly alwa3rs 
filled with a large quantity of slimy mucus, which, after being vomited up, the 
bougie was retained without much discomfort. After ascertaining the size of 
the stricture I made several ** rat-tailed" bougies of various sizes, of sole- 
leather, which, after being nicely polished and oiled with olive oil cr fresh but- 
ter, passed through the stricture quite readily. 

After dilating the stricture in this way every three or four days for several 
weeks, I found my patient gradually improving and able to swallow more solid 
food. I afterward made a number of olive-shaped bougies of various sizes* 
which I attached to whalebone handles. The material I used for making these 
olive-shaped points was the ordinary black comma marbles, used by boys for 
toys. They can be easily made, and take on as smooth a polish as bone or 
ivory. I introduced one of them every four or five days for nearly two months, 
and after the patient was able to swallow solid food without any trouble I intro- 
duced the largest size once a week for another month, when the patient was 
discharged, cured. 

When I first took charge of the case, the patient was only able to take 
liquid foods, such as beef tea, soup, and milk, and then only a small quantity 
at a time. When solid food was taken it would seem to produce a spasmodic 
constriction of the oesophagus, and after remaining a short time would be eject- 
ed. The patient was very much emaciated, but was a persistent eater, and 
would remain at the table for two or three hours eating and vomiting it up in a 
vessel placed by her side for the purpose, and in this way she would receive 
more or less nourishment. When I introduced the bougies I would hold the 
head as tar back as possible, and press the instrument against the posterior wall 
of the fauces, so as to escape the epiglottis. The instrument was allowed to 
remain during two or three inspirations. This case was treated some thirteen 
years ago, and the patient has never experienced the slightest trouble in swal- 
lowing since she was discharged cured. 



Drs. Joseph Z. and Frank M. Scott, of Scandia, Kansas, report ( Medica I 
Age ) the cure of a number of cases of facial paralysis ( Bell's palsy ) by the al- 
ternate use of a strong Faradic current and the galvanic current from eight 
cells, four times a week, each stance lasting twenty minutes. Internally, dram 
doses of the elixir iron, quinine and strychnine are given three times a day 
with a laxative at bedtime, that which is to be preferred being B Extr. col* 
ocynthidis comp. 3ss, Extr. nucis vomicae 9i, Extr. belladonnse gr. vij. Misce 
-et d. in capsul. xxx. Sig. One every other night.

48 Reports From Practice. 

A CASE IN PRACTICE.*

The subject of this report was the widow of an honored member of thi» 
society, Dr, P. C. Gurvin. The physicial appearance in life was that of a 
strong^ vigorous vitality; brunette, *nervo-bilious temperament; somewhat cor- 
pulent, height 5 ft. 2 in., weight 140 lbs., age 47 ; to my certain knowledge 
she has suffeied for the last ten years with chronic gastritis having been fre- 
quently consulted by the doctor during his lifetime in the case. Spasm of the 
stomach was the most troublesome feature of the case occurring at intervals 
two or three times a year lasting until relieved by proper remedies after which 
she would be up and around at her usual duties. She suffered with fre- 
quent headaches with disinclination for either physical or mental effort and 
frequent depression of spirits sometimes amounting to hypochondriasis; the 
bowels were constipated but she would have infrequent diarrhoea; flatulence 
was constant and there were haemorrhoids ; disturbed sleep with distressing 
dreams, bad taste in the mouth and offensive breath, frequent eructation of 
food after eating with sense of oppression at the epigastrium. For years she 
has suffered as she would express it with a miserable stomach, the general 
symptoms of which I have given. During all this time she had been up and 
around except when an attack of gastric spasm would come on. 

November 19th she had a light haemorrhage from the stomach in the 
course of a vomiting spell, preceded by nausea; the haemorrhage being light 
the blood was spit in the stove but soon after she felt so ill that she went to 
her sleeping room up stairs where she remained for one week, the stomach be- 
ing very irritable with frequent spells of nausea particularly so on taking drink 
or food, pulse ranging from 130 to 140, temperature 100^ to 103^, the mini- 
mum being in the evening, great thirst, skin dry and hot, tongue furred. On 
the evening of the 24th of November about 4 o'clock friends had decided to re- 
move her down stairs to a larger and better ventilated room than the one she 
had been occupying ; in the course of the removal she swooned and when 
placed on the bed she went into a convulsion lasting several minutes ; when she 
came out of the convulsion nausea came on with vomiting of blood from the 
stomach. Persons present estimated the amount at a pint and a half. On first 
appearance the blood was light and liquid but later came away in lumps and 
clots and lastly like coffee grounds : this haemorrhage left her in a collasped and 
bloodless condition with the scale between life and death at an equilibrium in 
the fierce struggle for final triumph. She now became fully impressed that 
she could not live and accordingly arranged her earthly affairs to suit her wish- 
es but said she would like to live. The pulse now went up to 140 and 150, 
temperatiure struggling between 97 and 98, tongue furred, skin shriveled and 
of dark orange, thirst great requiring frequent use of cracked ice to assuage it, 
urine scanty, bowels lax, brain active ; in the evening the pulse would become 
almost imperceptible and she would enter into a state of ecstacy and would talk 
to friends at her bedside bidding them a last farewell or acking them to sing ;

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she would join them in the singing, requesting to be raised to a sitting posture, 
when she would beat time with her hands; when exhausted by the exercise she 
would have all the friends dismissed from the room and request that food be 
given her. On the night of her death she surprised the nurses with her by 
suddenly raising up and partly getting out of bed before they could prevent it, 
saying she was going to the relief of a friend. 

Her low state of pulse would come up to 120 in from five to ten minutes 
on the administration of a stimulant; there was a strong desire for food after re- 
action from the haemorrhage of the 24th and three days before death concen- 
trated food was freely administered in combination with brandy to maintain the 
flagging pulse. I was in the case only three days and know nothing of the 
treatment before that time. I have simply detailed the symptoms substantial- 
ly as given by a lady friend that was present with her siqce the 24th of Novem- 
ber. Now what was the disease — what was the cause of the haemorrhage ?

JACKSON COUNTY MEDICAL SOCIETY-r-KANSAS CITY. 



The Jackson County Medical Society met Thursday, Dec. 13, President 
Eggers in the chair. 

Dr. E. Von Quast read a report of a case of 

EXCISION OF KNEE-JOINT 

in gunshot wound of the joint, successful. Report may be found in full among 
''Reports from Practice," in the last number of the Index. 

Professor Fryer thought the operation one not justifiable under ordinary 
circumstances as the fatality is too great The best procedure is to amptitate if 
there be serious injury to the joint. 

Dr. Fee regarded the operation as a fool-hardy one in a case where the 
ball is mere buckshot, as in this case, and where neither vein, artery or nerve 
seems to have been injured. The proper course would have been to thoroughly . 
cleanse the wound and wait as good results might have been obtained without 
any operation whatever. 

Dr. Drake said while the operation had been successful it is hardly to be 
commended, as in one case in his practice a much larger bullet lodged under 
the patella, the synovia ran out and was discharged for a long time, but with 
care the man recovered the use of his leg and now has excellent control of the 
joint though the ball is somewhere inside of it yet. As for the use of carbolic 
acid, it is valueless — it simply kills one stink with another. Such cases are to 
saved only by cleanliness. 

Dr. Leonard reported the case of a boy, two years of a^e, who had a large 
part of the tibia shattered, involving the joint. Most physicians who saw the 
case advised immediate amputation, but believing in conservative surgery he 
determined to wait and take the chances of having to perform a secondary ampu* 
tation. The boy recovered and has almost a perfect joint. Perhaps Dr. Von 
Quast might have had a similar result. 

Professor Griffith believed that Dr. Von Quast was justified by the 
fever, swelling and loose bone in operating in this particular case just as one 
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would be in fracture of the patella where the bone is comminuted and the pieces- 
are in the cavity of the joint; but ordinarily such an operation is to be con- 
demned though an exploratory incision is permissable. As for the point of 
Dr. Drake relative to antiseptics in surgery, we certainly perform operations 
about joints with an impunity unknown before the days of antiseptic surgery. 

Dr. King considered a surgeon justified in making resection of the knee 
in gunshot wounds even in the face of the bad statistics, the latter being mostly on 
account of bad drainage. Even in army practice with the washing and drain- 
age we at present employ the mortality would be far less than it has been. In 
a number of cases in his practice favorable results have been attained by the use 
of bi-chloride of mercury ^i to 3000 or i to 4000) although in two cases it was 
necessary to cut into the jomt to extract the bullet or fragments of bone. How- 
ever, resections are now not to be approved until more conservative measures 
have been tried. In going into the joint to remove spiculae of bone, etc. , 
instead of cutting the ligamentum patella or the tendon of the quadriceps it is best 
to saw through the patella vertically, reflecting the fragments to each side until 
the operation is over. 

Professor Block related the history of a case that was six months under 
his care, in which the ball entered the internal condyle. The *' conservative 
method " was adopted with every possible means for drainage, yet septic troubles 
of every description arose, the patient lingering between life and death for many 
months, finally recovering with a withered and useless limb. The method 
advocated by Dr. King here failed and resection would have been far preferable ► 
Probably in Dr. Von Quasi's case an exploratory incision would have been as 
dangerous as resection, hence he operated with good judgment. 

Professor Fryer gave the history of a case, very similar, treated before 
the days of antiseptics, while he was surgeon in the U. S. army. The wound 
healed nicely without any treatment whatever except perfect immobility, and in 
three weeks it seemed as if the cure were complete. But upon attempting to 
walk so much trouble arose as to compel an amputation. The ball had passed 
through the joint and lodged on the under surface of the patella. 

Dr. Von Quast explained that molecular death of the parts had already 
begun before it was determined to operate ; the only question which then 
arose was : which is preferable, amputation or resection ; the result certainly 
justified the conclusion. But the carbolic acid assuredly had much to do with 
the successful termination because previously there had always been a bad per- 
centage even under strict cleanliness whereas since its introduction into surgery 
the mortality has been jjreatly reduced. Prior to the Franco-Prussian was the 
death rate had been 48% but Von Bergmann with his antiseptics cut down the 
mortality to 30% in that war. 

Dr. William Frick presented the report'of a case of 

MALARIAL GASTRITIS, 

which appeared among ** Reports from Practice " in the last number. 

Professor Porter expressed the opinion that many of these cases are of 
undoubted malarial origin. One case in 1868 resisted lime-water, bismuth, 
blisters to the epigastrium, etc., until death seemed imminent. Dr. Jo. Wood, 
called in consultation, said such cases were very common in the malarial sections 
of the west and suggested the use of quinine. After waiting four hours to allow 
the stomach to rest, ten grains of quinine were given with one- fourth grain of 
morphine ; the dose was retained and repeated. Inside of forty eight hours all 
the alarming symptoms had disappeared and the patient was practically well. 
Such cases are not so common now but still do occur where people are subjected 
to malarial influences by unfavorable surroundings; they formerly were very 
numerous and were promptly cured by the administration of large doses of 
quinine. Now malarial diseases are mixed with a septic trouble and quinine is 
not so efficacious. 
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Professor Thompson asked : Qoctor, did you ever hold a post mortem 
examination to prove that you really had a gastritis present? 

Professor Porter : No, I never did, but the symptoms of acute gastritis 
were there and there could be no doubt as to the character of the trouble. 

Professor Lanphear declared that such cases as reported by Dr. Porter 
are not gastritis ; gastritis is a very rare disease, fortunately, and is a most seri- 
ous one — it does not yield to treatment in forty-eight hours as in Dr. Porter's 
cases ; if there had been a gastritis the symptoms could not have possibly dis- 
appeared as readily as he reports them to have done. Mild ** gastric catarrh '* 
— a sub-acute gastritis — with much irritability of the stomach, associated with 
prolonged vomiting, anorexia, etc., often occurs as a complication of various, 
fevers, malarial as well as others. To say that such cases are gastritis is stretch- 
ing the imagination a little too far. Dr. Frick's case, however, does appear to 
have been one of gastritis, but to say that it was due to the advent of the little 
microbes of malaria into the stomach is too straining on one's credulity, when 
the tolerance of the human stomach is borne in mind. Why, we can with im- 
punity, almost, drink anything from dilute sulphiuic acid to Kaw river water 
with its 34,000 different forms of microorganisms without contracting 
a gastritis ! 

Professor Porter said he did not wish to be understood as saying his 
cases entirely recovered inside of forty-eight hours after using quinine — the 
worst symptoms of gastritis disappeared and the patients were on the road 
to recovery. 

Professor Sharp said he has been practising medicine for more than fif- 
teen years and has never seen a case oipure gastritis. Cases of obstinate vom- 
iting, intense tenderness over the stomach, even haematemesis, have often been 
met, especially in the treatment of malarial fevers, but they should not be re- 
garded as gastritis, because yielding so promptly to antiperiodic remedies. So, 
too, of symptoms of peritonitis ; in cases of malarial origin the bowels become 
tympanitic, exquisitely tender, the bowels inactive — all the evidences of true 
peritonitis, but a brisk purge, followed by good doses of quinine, causes a total 
subsidence of the trouble — ^hence there is not a peritonitis present. So far as 
a malarial gastritis is concerned, the gastric juice is the best '* antiseptic" 
known — it kills all germs, even lo the dreaded comma bacillus of cholera, if 
there be good digestion, good gastric juice, so that cause can be eliminated and 
the case of Dr. Frick regarded as an instance of one of those rare cases : idio- 
pathic acute gastritis. 

Dr. Dibble congratulated Dr. Porter on the sudden death of the ''mi- 
crobes " in his cases. 

Dr. John Wilson said there are many conditions attributable, or at least 
we think so. to malarial posioning and there is no valid reason why malaria can- 
not produce gastritis. In fact, aside from inflammation arising from traumatisms, 
the most typical cases of gastritis are those which are met in the progress of malar- 
ial fevers ; the Symptoms seem to be those of a pure inflammation and it is 
strange if it cannot be so considered when authors agree that from malarial in- 
fluences there may arise all other inflammatory troubles, like enteritis, pharyn- 
gitis — even meningitis — all yielding to the magical touchstone: cinchona. 
This thought is weakened, however, by the fact that cases occurring of late 
years and apparently of the same character as those formerly considered of 
malarial origin do not yield to cinchona preparations which has been the crucial 
test for things malarial. Dr. Prick's case was undoubtedly one of acute gastri- 
tis ^d just as plainly malarial as any in literature, and the fact of its yielding 
to quinine is pretty positive evidence of it. 

Dr. Middleton corroborated Dr. Frick's diagnosis, having seen the case 
in consultation, but cannot believe it of malarial origin. In a practice of more 
than twenty years only one case of idiopathic gastritis has been seen and that 
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was one in which the administration of quinine aggravated the trouble, recovery 
occurring under the use of morphine. 

Dr. Horigan believed such cases as mentioned were not really *' malari- 
al, *' but due to troubles in the liver — the portal veins are engorged, the liver 
becomes enlarged and there is intense congestion of the stomach as manifested 
by vomiting of mucus or sometimes blood. The vomiting can usually be sub- 
dued by the use of one-sixth of a grain of calomel every four hours, with an ex- 
clusive milk diet; and often all the other symptoms disappear under the same 
treatment. However, in the particular case under discussion there probably 
was a gastritis present. 

Dr. Frick, in closing the discussion, said that it seems as if all present 
agreed in the statement that " malaria'' — whatever that is — may cause conges- 
tion of the stomach or even a gastric catarrh as Dr. Lanphear says, and since 
an inflammation differs from congestion only in degree there is no reason why 
an aggravated case of malaria cannot develop a true gastritis if one less marked 
can lead to simple congestion of the gastric mucous membrane. In this partic- 
ular case the gastric irritability was so intense as to be most alarming and con 
tinned t«renty-one days, so there can be little doubt as to its being a gastritis. 
As to its being of malarial origin, of course that is merely suppositious, but 
it might be arg jed here as has been done in so many other cases that it must 
have been malaria because there was no other cause discoverable ! 

Dr. T. S. Dabnev read a paper upon 

MASKED DISEASES OF NERVOUS ORIGIN 

in which he detailed a number of cases of multiple spinal sclerosis in which an 
error of diagnosis had been made by a number of specialists ; yet the cases 
were such that any general practitioner should have been able to make a cor- 
rect diagnosis by a careful analysis of the symptoms present, simply by 
thoroughly studying some good work upon diseases of the nervous system. 

In another group of cases — of locomotor ataxy, Duchenne's disease or tabes 
dorsalis as it is variously termed — a diagnosis has been made of ** chronic rheu- 
matism," ''partial paraplegia," ''malingering" (in application for pensions), etc., 
even in cases where the characteristic ataxic gait was associated with absence of 
the patellar- tendon reflex, commonly called the " knee-jerk," the Argyll-Robert- 
son pupil, the sensory disturbances, delayed pain conduction, trophic disturb- . 
ances, and reflex iridoplegia, and in one case even with bladder paralysis. Yet 
the recognition of locomotor ataxia, especially in its advanced stages, is regard- 
ed as one of the easiest problems of neurological difierentiation and should be 
well understood by every practitioner of medicine. 

In another group of cases he embraced convulsions due to adherent pre- 
puce and phimosis and urged the necessity of examining every case of spasms 
in children for this very frequent and easily removable cause of "spasms." 

Professor Thompson asked the opinion of Dr. Dabney and others as to 
whether absence of " knee-jerk" is to be always regarded as pathological. 

Dr. Hanawalt said he had a patient who has not had the'patellar reflex 
for a long time yet has never manifested the least symptom of any nervous 
disease. 

Professor Lanphear desired to return a very decided "no" to Dr. 
Thompson's query as he now has two patients under his observation who have 
for years had no " knee-jerk " yet who have not the sl^htest evidences of pos- 
terior spinal sclerosis (locomotor ataxia) or other spinal affection. Perhaps 
Dr. Thompson himself can best answer that question because it is pretty well 
known that his patellar tendon has been tested by many eminent men both 
here and abroad without ever eliciting any response. Such absences are nu- 
merous and are possibly congenital. Recent literature of tabes dorsalis shows 
that the symptom is not being regarded as of as much importance as has here- 
tofore been attributed to it by Westphal and others. 
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Professor Thompson said that for many years he had not had aiiy patel- 
lar- tendon reflex, possibly never had any, but there has never been any evi- 
dence of spinal disease of any description. The absence of ** knee-jerk" is 
not to be regarded as pathognomonic of ta)>es. 

Professor Fryer called attention to the fact that there is an earlier and 
more positive sign of locomotor ataxia than the absence of patellar reflex, viz.: 
an absence of the power of accommodation— rincipicnt atrophy of the optic 
nerve, easily discovered by an examination with the ophthalmoscope. 

Professor Sharp said that convulsions in children are not always duet to 
an adherent perpuce or phimosis, even when these are present. Recently in a 
case in his practice he had a case of epileptiform convulsions, in which there 
was congenital phimosis with adhesions. Firmly believing then, as now, in the 
propriety of operating in such cases, the child's prepuce was slit up; the adhe- 
sions broken up and a quantity of decaying, stinking smegma turned out from 
behind the corona glandis. For a short time there was apparent improvement, 
but soon the convulsions grew worse and a violent meningitis developed which 
proved fatal ; this was a case in which a mistake was made as to the cause of 
the convulsions. 

Professor Davis believed that in this case the circumcision was all rights 
but was not performed early enough. The peripheral irritation had continued 
so long that organic changes had already been set up and circumcision could 
not then effect a cure. Many and many a child has died of convulsions that 
might have been saved by a timely attention to a phimosis or adherent prepuce. 
In fact; as a sanitary measure, all male children ought to be circumcised, as 
the trouble here can lead not only to reflex and organic nervous lesions, but 
also to cystitis ;and even nephritis. 

Dr. Punton thought absence of tendon reflex not necessarily pathological, 
as he had examined people in whom it was absent, yet apparently in perfect 
health. The paper brings out one point : specialists are not always infallible. 
The general practitioner, as a rule, greatly over-rates the powers of the average 
specialist; there are too many men who term themselves "specialists" and 
consider themselves competent to treat everything in their line, yet who are far 
less capable of doing so than the well-informed general practitioner. 

Dr. Dabnev said that nearly all authors agree in saying that absence of 
patellar reflex is proof positive of spinal disease. One man of eminence in 
neurology says that in making more then one thousand examinations he has 
found but one well marked case where there was absence of the reflex and no 
accompanying disease. It is therefore remarkable that Dr. Lanphear should 
find so many cases here in Kansas City— there must be some mistake in his 
method of examinations for it, * Some persons require a great amount of force 
to develop it, but it is there just the same. It is quite probable a careful exam- 
ination of Dr. Thompson would show either the presence of a slight knee-jerk 
or else tabes. The chief lesson to be learned is that '' specialists" become so 
accustomed to examining a cenain class of cases that they grow careless in their 
methods, are apt to '* jump at conclusions " and so make mistakes in diagnosis. 

Dr. H. C. Crowell read a report of a fatal case of 

LAPAROTOMY. 

The case was one in which he had encountered obstacles in the shape of exces- 
' sive amount of dense adhesions, thus rendering the removal of the appendages 
impossible, and, added to the above named difficulty, he found in the course of 
time, when he was permitted an autopsy, that the cause of death (which 
occurred thirty hours after the operation) was acute uraemia. The autopsy 
revealed an amyloid kidney, probably of syphilitic origin. The microscopical 
section showed that an acute metamorphosis had been engrafted upon the 
chronic fatty degeneration, thus, as the paper conclusively showed, overwhelm- 
ing the system, resulting in acute urs&mia. 
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The paper was quite exhaustive, considering the case from its early history 
to the termination^ sustaining all of the various conditions and procedures by 
authorities, with pathological and microscopical demonstration. Some interest- 
ing points in diagnosis of individual affections of the pelvis and abdomen were 
brought out, in connection with which some of the means of diagnosis were dis- 
cussed, as for example, the subject of fluctuating and non-fluctuating growths 
as absolute means of diagnosis. He showed that it is not easy to affirm the 
presence or non-presence of either. The case in question seemed at first glance 
to be anomalous in the respect that the sigmoid flexure passed across ^or nearly 
so) the pelvis, then turning upon itself, passed over the fundus uten where it 
was firmly adherent. The writer showed, however, that Treves's explanation, 
to be found in the new edition of Gray's Anatomy, shows such a course of the 
sigmoid flexure as a usual course. 

The central point of the paper may be said to be the relation of the 
amyloid kidney to surgical operations demanding prolonged etherization. 

It is a fact well recognized by men of experience that it is the exception 
rather than the rule, that a diagnosis of amyloid kidney is made before death. 
We know that they occur in cases of long continued suppuration, especially 
of osseous tissue, phthisis, pyelitis, syphilis, and ague — but the chemical and 
microscopical examination may fail to reveal either albumen or casts, our only 
reliance then being upon specific gravity which should be low, and the abund- 
ance of urine voided, and thescT two conditions are subject to such wide varia- 
tions that one might overlook them. 

The histpry in this case was not such as should lead one to suspect this 
kind of kidney as the patient denied syphilis, had never had any suppurating 
disease, and coming from an high altitude malaria could be readily excluded. 
It was assumed that the patient probably had sometime had syphilis. The 
result was, the primary shock of the operation, coupled with the effect of two 
hours of etherization, so interfered with the nervous mechanism and physiologi- 
cal metamorphosis that an increased work was thrown upon the kidney, which, 
after a short time, due to its already crippled condition, $uccumb(d to the task, 
thus allowing the system to become surcharged with effete material which 
normally should be disseminated, and finally resulted in uraemia and death. 

The final deductions of the doctor were : 

fst Repeated and careful examinations of any case involving 
obscure or uncertain diseases of the pelvis or abdominal cavity. That after 
all whatever be the diagnosis of intra-abdominal or pelvic growths it is subject 
to errors from reasonable sources, and consequently, all abdominal sections are 
in a great measure exploratory. No one could be sure he should or should not 
encounter insurmountable barriers in way of adhesions, thus defeating the 
desired end. 

2nd. He would exercise great care in the examination of the urine. If 
on first examination no albumen or casts were to be found, he would repeat 
the examinations for several days. 

3rd. Afler entering the abdominal cavity to encounter abundant and 
dense adhesions, he would feel his way very carefully and when doubt sur- 
rounded the case would retire early, close up the wound and resort to other 
measures, if such could be employed. 

Dr. Dibble said that the microscopic section shows almost total absence 
of the Malpighian tufts — that there was present what is called ** fatty kidney,*' 
probably of specific origin. But in fatty or amyloid degeneration albumen is 
not always present in the urine j hence the necessity of repeated chemical 
examination as well as microscopical in any case of suspected trouble — in fact 
the urine ought to be carefully examined before any serious operation like a 
laparotomy IS undertaken. If.it be found that organic disease exists proper 
precautions can be taken and then the operation made. 
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Dr. Lawson regarded the report a valuable one inasmuch as it teaches the 
ksson that when there are such adhesions as here found, it is the proper thing 
to^aev up the incision without making any violent attempt at removal. Still, 
in three cases operated upon by himself— all successful — the patient having the 
greatest amount of adhesions had the least dangerous* symptoms. 

Professor Griffith was of the same opinion. He thinks surgeons are 
loo apt to report their successful cases, letting the grave cover their mistakes ; 
he himself has had twelve unsuccessful laparotomies and can thus sympathize 
with others who lose cases. The only criticism to be made in this instance is 
( if it be true as he understands it is ) diat a period of only five days was allowed 
to elapse between the first visit and the operation ; still, most operators would 
probably have done the same thing. 

Dr. Von Quast reported a case upon whidi he operated some four years 
ago, unsuccessfully, the nature being very much the same. In Dr. Crowell's 
case where death undoubtedly came from the kidney trouble, the absence of 
microscopical examination is to be regretted ; if it had been discovered, chloro- 
form should have been used as an anaesthetic instead of ether as the latter is- 
contra-indicated wlien kidney lesions are present The large amount of ether 
given may have been the cause of the haematuria. 

Professor Fryer could discover no error in diagnosis nor in treatment. 
Sims^ Thomas, Emmett and others have made far greater <* mistakes" if this be 
considered a mistake. As to non-removal of the growth it may be said that all 
laparotomies are in a measure exploratory, and it is no discredit to an operator 
that he can not remove a neoplasm after making the laparotomy. The main- 
tenance of ether anaesthesia for two hours where kidney lesions exist is bad and 
may lead to fatal consequences. 

Professor Sharp was in doubt whether any serious surgical operation is 
justifiable in a patient who has recently changed from a residence in a very 
high altitude to one far lower. 

Professor Eggers said the mode of death is of interest, the period tha 
elapsed — thirty hours — being too great for fatal shock and not long enough for 
septicaemia or inflammatory troubles; the post mortem examination clears up 
the cause of death just as it corroborates the diagnosis. In the matter of 
diagnosis when one can detect the presence of a boggy tumor, it is proper to 
use the exploratory needle prior to operation, and especially if there be any 
question as to the justifiability of the laparotomy. 

Dr. Crowell replied to the various speakers by saying that he thought all 
points of possible criticism had been anticipated, and answered in the paper 
excepting that of Dr. Eggers ; removal of a portion of the contents for diag^ 
nostic purposes. In answer to that he would quote Greig Smith on Exploratory 
Puncture: *' Removal of a small portion of the contents of an abdomin^ 
tumor is a method of diagnosis of somewhat uncertain value. In many cases 
it is useless ; in others it makes a dia^osis which does not modify the treat- 
ment. In a few cases it is of real decided benefit. There can be no doubt 
that the method has been employed with undue frequency, etc. It is some- 
times attended with danger and has even caused death. Perhaps the best 
criterion is the fact that it is rarely used by our best and most skilled and 
experienced operators." e. l.

BARTHOLOW'S MATERIA MEDICA. 



A Practical Treatise on Materia Medica and Therapeutics, — By Roberts Bar- 
tholow, M. A., M. D., LL. D., Professor of Materia Medica, General Thera- 
peutics and Hygiene, in Jefferson Medical College, of Philadelphia. 8vo., pp. 
802. New York : D. Appleton & Co. Kansas City : M. H. Dickinson. 

This is the sixth edition of Bartholow's popular treatise upon therapeutics ; 
it has been thoroughly revised, and enlarged by sections devoted to the more 
rteent drugs among which may be mentioned antipyrine, sparteine, grindelia, 
quebracho, resorcin, salol, acetanilide ( antifebrine ), urethan and hypnone ; 
each drug receiving such discussion as to show the author a careful student of 
medical journals — the source from which the progressive physician expects to 
derive the greater part of his knowledge, after graduation. 

The position assumed by so great an authority as Professor Bartholow u 
on points lately discussed is of interest. Thus, of metallotherapy ( the curative 
method in which metals are applied to an affected area ) he says the observa- 
tions have been so numerous and precise as to lead to their acceptance : the 
treatment is recommended for chorea, writer's cramp, paralyses of motility and 
of sensibility, and hysterical disorders; he does not incline to the belief that 
the phenomena are due to anything like a hypnotic influence. He does not be- 
lieve any permanent benefit can be derived from the Bergeon method of gaseous 
enemata in the treatment of phthisis, and as for its boasted efficacy in asthma, 
emphysema and chronic bronchitis — he ridicules the idea, and concludes that 
'* the inhalation of gases is a more rational, effective and convenient method 
of treating pulmonary diseases than the rectal injections." Creasote, he thinks, 
may be used internally with conspicuously good results in the treatment of the 
several forms of consumption, excepting phthisis fforida. Kairine, kairoline 
and chinoline he regards as unsatisfactory and dangerous. Salol he advises to 
be used in duodenal catarrh and. jaundice, as an antipyretic, in acute rheuma- 
tism (being far preferable to sodium salicylate), and in painful affections like 
lumbago, neuralgia, locomotor ataxia, etc. , but must be employed cautiously, it 
always being best to avoid excess in prescribing ; in fevers the maximum dose 
is sixty grains, while for other purposes five to ten, grains will suffice. tn the 
use of acetanilide he quotes Dujardin-Beaumetz as saying that the cyanosis pro- 
duced by large doses is not to be regarded as alarming; he believes it a much 
less powerful and effective drug than antipyrine. He does not consider as 
proven the claims of Prof. Fraser that strophantus slows the heart-beat, length- 
ens the interval between the contractions and increases the energy of the car- 
diac muscular tissue, but if they be confirmed by future investigations the drug 
will Jargely supersede digitalis in mitral lesion with its attendant disturbances. 
It is somewhat strange that Dr. Bartholow should totally ignore the exposure of 
the '* stenocarpine " fraud and give that drug a place in his work; he merely 
siys '^ a combination of atropine and cocaine, it is asserted ( italics mine ) will 
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act in a manner similar to the so-called stenocarpine/' and then goes on to give 
the observations of Drs. Goodman^ Claiborne, Seward and Knapp, as if they 
were to be accepted. Perhaps he could derive some information from Messrs. 
Parke» Davis & Co., of Detroit, regarding the subject. He does not seem to 
be very enthusiastic regarding the use of paraldehyd as a hypnotic, but presents 
the following excellent formula for its administration :

VAN NUYS ON THE URINE. 



Chemical Analysts of Healthy and Diseased Urine. Qualitative and Quan- 
titative. By T. C. Van Nuys, Professor of Chemistry, Indiana University, 
Bloomington, Ind. 8vo., pp. 187. Price $2.00. Philadelphia: P. Blatfiston, 
Son & Co. 

To any one desiring a thorough, deep and scientific discussion of all the 
important points of quantitative and qualitative analysis of the urine this little 
work will prove invaluable. But it is a little too scientific for the average prac- 
titioner who desires a simple guide to examinations of urine. The fact is, the 
ideal work on this subject has yet to be written, every one thus far issued being 
defective in some important respect. The successful book will be one that 
gives clear, unmistakable directions tor making analyses, explaining all possible 
results but without entering into details as to chemical reactions, etc.; and above 
all it must be freely illustrated by cuts showing what may be seen with the micro- 
scope, with full explanatory notes of the illustrations. 

This book is illustrated by thirty-nine engravings of excellent character, 
but unfortunately an unpardonable omission occurr^ in the failure to indicate 
under each picture the character of the object given. Authors should remem- 
ber that many physicians are not familiar with the appearance of crystals of 
leucin, hippuric acid, cystine, waxy casts, and so on — hence the necessity of 
following the school-boy's device of labeling his artistic effort : ** This is A 
Cow."- 

But if one desire a complete and withal excellent work, giving all nece»> 
sary directions for examinations of the urine from the standpoint of the expert 
chemist, he can do no better than to purchase this little book of Van Nuys,

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TAITS ECTOPIC PREGNANCY AND HiEMATOCELE. 



Lectures on Ectopic Pregnancy and HamaioceU. By Lawson Tait, LL. D. 
F. R. C. S., M. D. ( Honoris Causi ), of the University of New York, Union 
University of Albany, and the College of Physicians and Surgeons, St Louis \ 
Professor of Gynaecology in Queen's College, Birminghan)« nd Surgeon to 
Midland Hospital for Women, etc. 8vo., pp. io8. Birmingham, England: 
The y^^t^fTfo/ Printing Works. 

This book comes with the unusual and commendable feature — absence of 
introduction or prefatory remark. , The author enters immediately into the dit* 
cussion of the subject, leaving the reader to judge whether the matter is wor- 
thy of consideration, or if there be any excuse for the appearance of such a 
book — in too many instances one has, even after a careful perusal, to seek the 
introduction in order to find out why such a book should be written at all. Not 
so with this, however ; the conditions here studied are of too great importance 
and the ability of the author too well known to need any question as to object, 
and the writer undoubtedly has no time to spend writing self-laudatory notices 
under the title of " Preface to the First Edition." 

Mr. Tait pays a very graceful compliment to the late Dr. John S. Parry, 
of Philadelphia, saying, <'I am persuaded that in Parry's death one of the 
greatest lights in gynaecology of our time was lost to us." To an elaboration 
of Parry's ideas and the correction of some of his errors, especially in the de" 
lusive use of statistics, the book seems to be chiefly devoted. The author pre- 
fers the term "ectopic pregnancy," designed originally by Dr. Robert Barnes^ 
to extra-uterine pregnancy, the expression usually employed in this country. 
He agrees with Jonathan Hutchinson in condemning tapping, because of iti 
dangers, and he still more emphatically denounces destruction of the foetus by 
electricity instead of resorting to abdominal section, and in that connection 
deals rather harshly with Dr. A. H. Buckmaster, of Brooklyn. 

The book is a very interesting one from beginning to end, being written 
in the clear, forcible style which characterizes all of Mr. Tait's literary produc- 
tions — one which forces the conviction that the writer is speaking what he con- 
scientiously believes to be correct. The part relating to pelvic haematocele 
is particularly commendable. The work will undoubtedly meet with a large 
sale in America — ^and deservedly. e. l.

This is a reprint of a series of articles which appeared in the Medical R^g 
ister during the year 1887 — a series that brought the writer into a considerable 
prominence at the time, and elicited favorable comments in all parts of the 
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cpuntry. The subjects discussed, after the usual anatomical and physiologica 
remarks* are : Lesions of the Vaginal Roof and the Upper Portion of the Va- 
gina. Lesions of the Pelvic Diaphragm, Lesions of the Inferior Portion pf the 
Vagina and of the Perineal Septum, Lesions of the Perineal Layer, Complicat- 
ed Lesions (giving the various vaginal operations for procidentia, Alexander's* 
Oldhausen and Kelley's operation, etc). Points of Practical Surgery and Taif « 
Operation for the Repair of the Perineum. 

It is written in a pleasant style which will commend itself to the average 
reader, while the numerous half-page illustrations will render it still more pop- 
ular. The binding is not satisfactory. e. l. 



STEPHENS ON FUNCTIONAL NERVOUS DISEASES. 



Fmuiwnal Nervous Diseases, Their Causes and Treatment, with a Sup- 
plement on the Anomalies of Refraction and Accommodation of the Eye and 
of the Ocular Muscles. By George M. Stephens, M. D., Ph. D., Member of 
the American Medical Association and of the American Ophthalmological So- 
ciety ; formerly Professor of Ophthalmology in the Albany Medical College. 
8vo., pp. 217. New York: D. Appleton & Co. 

This is an English translation of a memoir presented ( in French ) before 
the Royal Academy of Medicine of Belgium, and which received the highest 
honor in the competition of 1881-1883. He takes up such functional diseases 
(if they may indeed be called diseases ) as cephalalgia, migraine or sick-head- 
ache, neuralgia, spinal irritation ( " neurasthenia " ), chorea and especially epi- 
lepsy, and traces them to disorders of accommodation or other ocular de- 
fect 

While it is not possible to cure all cases of epilepsy or other functional 
disturbance by correction of defects in vision, just as it is not possible to re- 
lieve them by circumcision, yet this book shows the immense debt the medical 
profession owes Dr. Stephens for , calling particular attention to a frequent 
source of nervous disorders. Probably he goes too far — ^most enthusiasts do 
— ^but it is better far to correct an anomaly of refraction with no efifect upon 
the neurosis than to allow both the ocular and the nervous trouble to continue. 
Of 118 cases of chorea he finds upon careful examination that 

Simple hypermetropia existed in - - - - 78 
Hypermetropic astigmatism existed in - - '3 

Mixed astigmatism existed in 5 

Myopia, unequal in the two eyes, in - - - - 6 
Myopic astigmatism in - - - - 11 

giving a total of 113 out of 118. Of course correction of the visual troublie 
4id not cure all these cases, but it undoubtedly did completely relieve some of 
Uiem and assbted in restoring the remainder to health. The book is, there- 
fore, to be regarded as a most valuable .addition to the literature of the subject, 
and should be carefully read by every one making any attempt to treat func- 
tional nervous affections. 
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The ^pplemental portion of the work is devoted to directions which shall 
make the general practitioner competent to examine patients for ocular trou- 
bles, and to treat those which may occur as an etiological element in nervous 
complaints, and for this purpose it is a better guide than any heretofore offered 
the profession. e. l. 



HOWE ON EXCESSIVE VENERY. 



Excessive Venery^ Masturbation ana Continence. The Etiology, Pathology 
and Treatment of the Diseases Resulting from Venereal Excesses, Masturba- 
tion and Continence. By Joseph Howe, M. D., Late Professor of Clinical 
Surgery in Bellevue Hospital Medical College, etc. i2mo., pp. 298. Price 
$2.75. New York: E. B. Treat, 771 Broadway. 

This is a book upon one of the most important subjects pertaining to the 
practice of medicine. It is also a book written by a man who evidently knows 
almost 0wthing of the subject. An author who makes such a statement as 
**a very large majority of human beings of both sexes indulge in the habit of 
masturbation from early childhood " is to be regarded with suspicion, and a 
further examination justifies this suspicion. For an author to say that '' the oc- 
currence of seminal ejaculations three or four times a week in a legitimate sex- 
ual congress will not be felt very much by a healthy man, while the same num- 
ber of losses from masturbation or nocturnal pollutions will soon superinduce men- 
tal and physical debility" ( italics mine ) is an evidence of the dense ignorance 
of the writer — besides adopting the phraseology of ** Manhood, how lost, how 
restored " sort of quacks. 

In treatment he objects to bromides, discards the use of the steel sound 
and relies chiefly upon tonics and aphrodisiacs like cantharides, damiana, phos- 
phorus, etc. His prescriptions indicate a deplorable lack of medical educa- 
tion, by the errors in spelling and especially in case-endings. If the quotations, 
particularly from Acton and Lallemand were eliminated from the book, there 
would be very little left worth reading. e. l.

"AMPUTATION" OF THE PREGNANT UTERUS. 



Mr. Lawson Tail, in a recent summary of his second series of one 
thousand consecutive cases of abdominal section, gives a description of a modi- 
fied Porro operation — an operation which he predicts will revolutionize the ob- 
stetric art, and within the next two years will totally supplant craniotomies and 
eviscerations for this new method will save more lives than these proceedings 
do, and it is far easier of performance. It is the easiest operation in abdominal 
surgery, and every country practitioner ought to be able and always prepared 
to do it. No special instruments are required, nothing but a knife, some 
artery-forceps, a piece of rubber drainage tube, two or three knitting-needles, 
and a little perchloride of iron. 

The method of operating is to make an incision through the middle line, 
large enough to admit the hand, and then to pass a piece of rubber drainage- 
tube (without any holes in it) as a loop over the fundus uteri and bring it down 
so as to encircle the cervix, taking care that it does not include a loop of intes- 
tine \ a single hitch is then made and drawn tight round the cervix, so as to 
completely stop the circulation. The ends of the tube are given to an assistant, 
who keeps them well on the strain, so as to prevent the loose knot from slipping, 
the reason for this being that should there be any bleeding and any necessity 
for fiurther constriction, this could be secured in a moment without undoing 
any knot ; the simplicity of this method greatly commends it. A small open- 
ing is then made in the uterus and enlarged by tearing with the two forefingers, 
the child seized by the foot and removed The placenta is at once removed, 
and by that time the uterus has completely contracted and is easily drawn 
through the wound in the abdominal wall. The constricting tube will now probab- 
ly require to be tightened, and the second hitch of the knot may be put on at 
the same time, and the work is practically done. A few sponges should be 
stuffed in the wound to keep the cavity clear of blood, and the knitting needles 
passed through the flattened tube and through the cervix, and in this simple 
way a clamp of the most efficient kind is at once made ; the uterus is removed 
about three-fourths of an inch above the rubber tube. The usual stitches are 
put in, the wound closed round the stump, which, of course, is brought to the 
lower part of the opening, and then the stump is dressed with perchloride of 
iron in the usual way. The operation takes far less time to perform than it 
takes to describe, and as there is hardly any possibility of complications, it is 
one of the simplest operations that can be undertaken, and must always be 
pretty much the same; for this reason no on^ need ever be in any tear about 
undertaking it, for in the absence of variation in the difficulties to be encoun- 
tered, it differs entirely from any other operation in abdominal surgery. 

If performed before the patient has been mauled about by ineffectual at- 
tempts to deliver, its tnortality, Mr. Tait says, will be no greater than that of 
ovariotomy, and the arguments in its favor against all alternative proceedings 
are, first, that it cannot be more dangerous to the mother than most of these 
are ; that it saves the life of the child ; that it prevents the unfortunate modier 
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from again being placed in a similar condition; and it certainly has the great 
advantage over alternative proceedings having a similar object, that its great 
simplicity, as contrasted, for instance, with operations proposed by Thomas, 
Muller, and Sanger, will make it possible tor any country doctor less experi- 
enced in surgery to perform it without hesitation. e. l. 



A REVOLUTION IN THE TREATMENT OF BLINDNESS. 



The Maryland Medical Journal gives a synopsis of a paper presented to the 
Baltimore Academy of Medicine by Prof. Julian J. Chisholm, upon the subject 
of transplantation of the cornea in total opacity. He reported the progress- 
made in seeing by a patient into whose opaque cornea he had transplanted a 
disc of clear cornea from a living rabbit. Six months have now elapsed since 
the operation. The circular transparent corneal grafl, cut out of the rabbit's 
eye by the trephine, fitted accurately into the hole which the trephine had 
made for it in the human cornea. It adhered at once and from that time has 
become a portion of the man's eye. To insure union with the contiguous por- 
tions of the eye it had to receive blood-vessels and become infiltrated with in- 
flammatory deposits. This was expected of it. It could not have remained 
transparent and lived. Five blood-vessels can now be traced running into it 
from all directions, and yet the graft has not become pannitic, as in the human 
cornea. Through its grayish substance the dark color of iris and pupil behind 
it can be detected. The patient can now move about without help, when be- 
fore he did not move a step without the aid of a helping hand. He sees large 
objects lo feet off, and is improving in vision every month. He now walks 
unattended about the country roads in the vicinity of his home. His facial ex- 
pression has undergone a complete change, from one of anxiety and doubt to 
one of confidence and cheerfulness. The piece of transplanted cornea is in the 
stage of interstitial keratitis, and is slowy clearing up as does this pathological 
condition. The patient is watched from month to month and an improvement 
is always noted on his return. Objects not seen at a previous visit can be de- 
tected. The slow improvement is quite as rapid as is found in some cases of 
interstitial keratitis in which months and even years are required to give useful 
sight to blind people; and that in children in which the recuperative processes 
are much more active than in adults. It may take 12 months yet until all the 
benefits of the operation can be secured. In the mean time he has already ac- 
quired an amount of useful sight quite enviable when compared to his blindness 
before the transplanting. He is quite satisfied with the improvement in vision 
as it is, even should he obtain no more sight, and yet there is every evidence 
of steady, even if it be slow, progress toward better seeing. 

The amount of comfort which thfs patient already derives, makes the 
operation of transplanting a piece of clear animal cornea into the opaque mem- 
ber of the human eye a legitimate surgical operation; full of promises to 
thousands of active young persons who up to the present time have been con- 
sidered permanently blind beyond the resources of surgical skill. So precious 
is the blessing of seeing, that when it has been lost any means toward restora- 
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Uon, even in part, of this doubly valued sense is worth the trying. Skin graft- 
ing with a piece of cornea, in suitable selected cases promises the much loaged 
for relief. E. l. 



DRUG ADULTERATIONS. 



Physicians and pharmacists of the State of Missouri are earnestly requested 
to assist in the important work of detecting adulterations of the drugs usually 
sold in the drug-stores, this labor being now under the charge of the Committee 
on Drug Adulterations, appointed annually by the State Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, and consisting diis year of H. M. Whelpley, St Louis; J. A. Galla- 
gher, Kansas City ; D. L. Haigh, St. Louis ; R. T. Thornton, Rich Hill ; and 
R. S. Hughes, Odessa. 

A cordial invitation is also extended to pharmacists not members of the 
Association, and to physicians of the state, to assist in the work. At the last 
meeting of the State Association, the Committee on Drug Adulteration was in* 
structed to extend this committee to any extent deemed proper, and to interest 
the pharmacists and physicians of the State in the importance of its work, and 
the direct good accruing from it. 

It is the intention of the Committee, therefore, to try and ascertain as far 
as possible how near the officinal substances dispensed in this State conform 
to the requirements of the United States Pharmacopoeia. It each druggist in 
the state would select one official substance, and procure a sample in his vicin- 
ity and apply to it the pharmacopoeial tests, the sum total of results thus ob- 
tained would be of incalculable value. The tests of the United States Phar- 
macopoeia are simple, and especially adapted for use in retail stores. 

It is not desirable that the report of this committee should be composed of 
intricate chemical analysis of substances of no special interest to druggists, but 
it is earnestly desired that it be a report that represents practical value to each 
druggist and physician in the State. 

Reports of work done for the committee will be tabulated and read before 
the Association at its next annual meeting at Pertle Springs, June 18, 1889, 
and full credit will be given to persons having performed the work. 

Those who have articles suspected of adulteration, or otherwise, c^n send 
them to the committee if they themselves have not the time to examine them.

THE KANSAS CITY HOMOEOPATHIC MEDICAL COLLEGE 
AGAIN.— IS IT WORTHY OF LIFE ? 



Dr. H. R. Arndt, Professor of Materia Medica and Therapeutics in the 
University ot Michigan and an author of a System of Homoeopathic Medicine, 
recently visited Kansas City on his way to California to spend the winter with 
his wife, who is in ill health. He says, in a letter to the Medical Caunselhr^ of 
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Ann Arbor : '' It had been my purpose to find the Homoeopathic CoUege of 
Kansas Citj and to satisfy myself concerning its claims upon the confidence of 
the profession. I was not able to carry out this plan, and had to content my- 
self with merely gazing upon the building in which the institution is located 
and upon the new sign which indicates the home of this new seat of learning. 
Discussing the college question with one abundantly able to form a correct 
opinion and sufficiently candid not to be prejudiced, I was strengthened in the 
belief already entertained that this new college, if it is to exist, must first un- 
dergo a radical reorganization of its faculty, with the view of enlisting in its be- 
half the cooperation and influence of men who are known to the profession as 
able and earnest workers, and as men of not only positive convictions in prac- 
tical therapeutics^ but of practical experience as hanuBopaihic practitioners. As 
the faculty now stands, it will require, to make it successful, more than the en- 
thusiasm and ability of even so earnest and plucky a fellow as is the dean of 
the school, Dr. F. F. Casseday, whom I well know and in whose integrity of 
purpose I have full confidence. Whether or not, even with such a reorganiza- 
tion, a college at Kansas City will prove of advantage to the school is a ques- 
tion still open to discussion, and can be settled only by the test of actual ex- 
perimentation under favorable circumstances.''

AN INTERESTING CASE OF CEREBRAL SURGERY. 



That the opening of a cerebral abscess when its location can be pretty 
•definitely determined is justifiable has been for some time admitted ; that an 
'* exploratory incision " is as warrantable in diseases of the cranium as in those 
of the abdominal cavity seems about to be accepted as equally justifiable. A 
•case shown to the Berlin Medical Society on December 5 by Professor von 
Bergmann will go far toward settling the question of '*exploiatory puncture" 
in suspected cerebral abscess. 

The patient, a workman, twenty-nine years of age, had sufiered from otor- 
rhcea for eleven years. For six years he had been ailing, and, after admission, 
it was found that there was some fever, with evening exacerbations and shiver- 
ing. Evidence of the intracranial mischief was afforded by the onset of head- 
ache and by a remarkable slowing of the pulse to 53 per minute Finally, right 
facial paresis, with left hemianaesthesia and hemiparesis ensued, symptoms which 
•confirmed the probability of a lesion of the left hemisphere affecting the senso- 
ry centers. The diagnosis of abscess of the temporo-sphenoidal lobe was 
inade. The skull was freely opened, the dura mater indsed, and the pulsating 
brain exposed. Having in two previous cases missed an abscess with the tro- 
•car. Prof, von Bergmann now prefers to incise the brain. In the present case 
pus, which was extremely green and foul, was reached only on the third incis- 
ion ; the finger could be introduced into a smooth-walled cavity. A drainage-tube 
was introduced, and the wound dressed with iodoform gauze. The subsequent 
progress of the case was very satisfactory ; the drainage-tube was gradually 
.shortened, and in three weeks the abscess-cavity was entirely closed. The pa- 
tient was shown to the society six weeks after the operation ; he was then free 
from fever, and the facial paresis and other nervous symptoms had disappeared ; 
a considerable portion of the bone removed at the operation had been repro- 
-duced, but the otorrhoea persisted, though in diminished quantity, is spite of local 
treatment by scraping away the granulations with the sharp spoon. Prof, von 
Bergmann commented on the « 'anger attending the indiscriminate use of injec- 
tions and irrigations. 

Here was a case where the old methods — those of so-called ** conserva- 
tive $urgery" — would have led to inevitable death, and the result shows the wis- 
dom of the ** rashness" in modern surgical procedures. The two incisions 
^hich failed to reach the pus evidently did no harm, and even more might

have been made with safety, if necessary, provided no locality have been in- 
vaded which may be regarded as specially dangerous to life. Of course, in or- 
der to operate, one must have a thorough Jcnowledge of cerebral localization, 
and must limit himself to grounds which are pretty well known. There are 
certain points well demonstrated, however, which, if understood, will render 
it unnecessary for the operator to wade '* through the great marshes of cerebral 
technology." As an outline, the following should be remembered : 

1. Paralysis of the lower extremity points to a lesion of the summit of 
the ascending parietal convolution on both sides of the upper end of the fissure 
of Rolando. 

2. Paralysis of the upper extremity indicates lesion situated in the mid- 
dle third of the anterior and posterior convolutions. 

3. Paralysis of the muscles of the face and tongue presumes a lesion of 
the lower third of the anterior central convolution. 

4. Motor or ataxic aphasia is usually associated with lesions in the lower 
part of the third frontal convolution ( on the left side in right-handed persons 
and on the right in left-handed ). 

5. Disturbance of vision may ordinarily be regarded as evidence of le- 
sion in the three occipital convolutions and the cuneus. ( This is typically^ 
shown in hemianopsia.) 

6. Disturl;)ances of hearing indicate lesions in the first and second tem- 
poral convolutions. 

7. Disturbances of smell are frequently due to lesions involving the fron- 
tal lobes upon the base. 

8. In cases presenting general symptoms of cerebral disease, where no* 
evidences of other local trouble can be discovered, it may be taken for granted 
that the lesion is in the frontal lobes — the seat of the highest qualities of the 
mind : reason, intellect, judgment and will-power ; hence, a change in disposi- 
tion and character, as a general rule, infers a lesion in that region. 

In making a diagnosis it is ever necessary to bear in mind that lesions of 
the various white tracts within the substance of the brain may give rise to the 
same symptoms as those affecting the cortex-— a distinction must be made 
between direct and indirect local symptoms. Another important point is that 
lesions irritating the motor regions give rise to spasms or convulsions, while those 
which destroy the cortex produce paralysis ; and if the irritating lesion be- 
comes a destroying lesion, the monospasm is succeeded by a monoplegia^ 
Starr calls attention to still another item of moment : Lesions in the motor area 
anterior to the fissure of Rolando usually produce paralysis without anaesthesia ; 
lesions in the parietal lobules may produce anaesthesia, but do not cause 
paralysis. e. l.

EDITORIAL NOTES. 



Do NOT Forget. — That short case reports are always wanted by the Index-

The ** Patent" Humbug. — Physicians ought to ** boycott "all of Merck's 
preparations. He announces that he has registered as trade-marks in the 
United States Patent Office the names ** Homatropin " and " Hyoscin." He 
says he will prosecute all who use theSe names for commercial purposes, unless 
the words refer to his make of chemicals. Hyoscin, as a chemical, was dis- 
covered by Landenberg, and its physiological action studied by H. C. Wood 
in 1884, Hence Merck has appropriated under our patent laws that which is 
not his, and he deserves the earnest condemnation of every true physician. 

Treatment of Cold Abscesses. — Brauns and Nauwerck, of Tubingen^, 
report the method of treatment pursued by them in over fifty cases of cold ab- 
scess. After removing the pus with Dieulafoy's apparatus, they inject into the 
cavity of the abscess a mixture of glycerine and alcohol, equal parts, and iodo- 
form ten per cent. Before and after using the injection, the parts are carefully 
disinfected with corrosive mercury, one to one thousand. The point of punc- 
ture is closed with iodoform collodion. The scar remaining after the puncture 
is closed is so slight is to hardly deserve mention. — Intern, Clin. Rundschau, 

Treatment of Stricture. — The interesting case of Stricture of the 
CEsophagus, reported in the present number of the Inde'^c, calls up the. ques- 
tion, to be answered by the adherents of divulsion and internal urethrotomy : 
If a traumatic stricture of the oesophagus is cured by dilatation so that for a 
decade there is no trouble, why cannot a stricture of the lurethra, properly treat- 
ed, give the same result? And another question arises : If a stricture of the ure- 
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thra can be absorbed by the instrumentality of electrolysis, is not the latter a 
better and more scientific, as well as more speedy method of cure when the 
strictural bands are in the oesophagus ? 

How TO BE A Successful Obstetrician. — There are other things besides 
cleanliness and gentleness necessary to insure success as an accoucheur. Prof. 
Charpentier, of Paris, gives some sage advice upon an important point. He 
says that when a physician is asked by an expectant mother as to the probable 
sex of the child, he should reply by asking the mother what sex she would pre- 
fer, and then ^ive it as his opinion that the opposite is the one to be looked for. 
In this way, if the sex turns out to be the one prognosticated, the doctor will 
be thought a wonderful man; while if it proves to be the one the mother has 
wished for, she will be so pleased that she will easily overlook his error. 

The Medical School at Ann Arbor. — Evidently C. Henri Leonard, A. 
M., M. D., of Detroit, has not the highest respect for the Medical Department 
of the University of Michigan ; in the January number of the Illustrated Medi- 
cal Journal he characterizes the school as ** the state eleemosynary institution at 
Ann Arbor, known as the Medical Department of the University," and says: 
'* It is a funny thing to see that big state-charity losing its senior medical students 
to colleges offering clinical advantages, and so making a first-class preparatory 
school of itself; simply because some of the local barnacles attached to its teach- 
ing body fail to catch the progressive cry of the age, and so smother the demands 
for clinical instruction in the innocuous desuetude ofselfcomplacent and coun- 
trified clinicless dotage." 

Test for Pus. — Vitali recommends the tincture of guaiac as a very deli- 
cate test for pus, while at the same time it can be used conveniently at the bed- 
side upon the urine in the commode. Leucocytes possess the property of 
ozonizing oxygen and coloring the resin of guaiac, therefore, blue without any 
intermediate process. This reaction is a Very energetic one, even with pus 
that has been altered by fermentation or dried by spontaneous evaporation. 
The reaction also occurs in the urine of haematuria, provided a certain amount 
of hemoglobin is present. All fluids capable of containing leucocytes exhibit 
the blue color with tincture of guaiac. Hence, saliva, mucus from the nose, 
milk, exhibit the blue coloration, but more slowly and feebly. If filtered these 
fluids produce no reaction. 

Sam Jones on '* Christian Science."— Sam Jones has the happy faculty 
of saying things in such a way as to be understood. Speaking of ** Faith Cures " 
and ** Christian Science" he says: '* Til tell you where this faith cure comes 
in. There's an old brother and a sister who have been taking all the nasty, 
quack patent medicines on the market for the last ten years. Somebody comes 
along and prays over 'em, and they quit using the patent medicines, and they 
are well again. They say it was faith that cured. It wasthe faith which caused 
them to quit4aking old patept nostrums, which cured them. I don't say I 
belong to the Christian Science crowd, or anything cfihat sort; but I thank 
God, that by the side of my sick wife I may kneel down and pray that the rem- 
edies given by the physician may prove effective. I don't pi ay over the super- 
natural. I pray over the pill." 
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Bloodless Treatment of In-growing Nail. — Patin, in the Gazette de 
HopUeaux^ recommends the following procedure for removal of ingrowing toe- 
nail, which he has employed with excellent results in all of his cases : After 
thorough cleansing of the nail, a solution of gutta percha ten parts in eighty 
parts of chloroform is applied with a brush to the interstices between the nail 
and the granulations. This is repeated several times on the first day, and sub- 
sequently at longer intervals. By exercise of care and patience it will be found 
that the nail is gradually lifted from the underlying parts, and can then be re- 
moved without pain with the scissors. The solution applied in this manner ex- 
erts a double effect ; the chloroform is anaesthetic, and the guttapercha acts me- 
chanically, forcing its way between the granulations and the nail, and finally 
liberating it from its abnormal position. 

Specialists' Cards. — That it is lawful for a physician following a special 
line of study and practice to indicate the fact by suitable words printed upon 
his business cards has been decision of the Journal of the American Medical 
A550ciaHon\ such a card is not unethical and does not prevent the physician 
having such a card from being a member ' ' in good standing '' in the American 
Medical Association. But the American Association of Genito-Urin- 
ary Surgeons has prohibited this practice among its members and its council 
decides that such printing upon a physician's cards is just cause for refusal to 
receive an applicant within its chaste and undefiled fold. Well — perhaps that 
is right — the ** genito-urinary surgeon " ought not to be a ** specialist", he should 
be simply a general practitioner who pays particular attention to that class of 
diseases. And for that matter, save perhaps in otology and ophthalmology, all 
" specialists " ought to be general practitioners. 

Small Doses of Medicine. — Speaking of the effects of small doses fre- 
quently repeated Dr. John Aulde, of Philadelphia, in the Medical and Surgical 
Reporter says : In the case of acute tonsillitis, of acute bronchial catarrh, of 
impending pulmonary congestion, and of congestive cephalalgia, we obtain 
immediate favorable results from the administration of one-half drop of tincture 
of aconite every|half hour for several hours. Atropine in dose of , J ^, gr. taken . 
at bed time is very efficacious in the case of incontinence of urine in infants. 
Small doses of nux vomica, one drop of the tincture or ^^ gr. of the extract is 
often more useful as a tonic than larger doses. It is doubtful if any one rem- 
edy is able to give better results in the internal treatment of boils, than the sul- 
phide of calcium in doses of ^^ gr. every two hours. One-half drop of tincture 
of Indian hemp, repeated every five minutes, procures very marked relief in 
many cases of congestive dysmenorrhoea and in neuralgia. 

Alcoholic Neuritis. — In the November number of the St Louis Cour- 
ier of Medicine^ Professor Frank K. Fry reports a number of cases of alcoholic 
neuritis and reaches these conclusions: (i.) Alcohol is probably a common 
factor in the production ol neuritis; (2.) the sphincters are occasionally in- 
volved; (3.) the deep reflexes are sometimes exaggerated ; ( 4.) in diagnosis, not 
infrequendy, little aid is to be had from sensory symptoms and too much reli 
ance must not be placed on tests of sensibility ; ( 5*) in the presence of compli- 
cations or of distracting symptomst, especially cerebral, the existence of exten 
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dive peripheral neuritis may be overlooked, especially if it affect one or more- 
of the cranial nerves, as, for example, the pneumogastric ; (6.) the onset nay 
be very acute, the disease developing within a few hours with pyrexia, etc.; or 
▼cry slow, not reaching its acme for two years ; ( 7.) a trial of ergot in dram or 
half dram doses three times daily is recommended as proper treatment of multi- 
ple neuritis. 

Doctors in Kansas City — If doctors* signs are any indication of disease, 
says a correspondent of an eastern paper, Kansas City must be one of the most 
unhealthy cities in the world ; there are more signs to the square mile than in 
any other city yet visited. — Upon the contrary, Kansas City's death-rate is the 
lowest, per thousand, of any city in the world ; so the numerous physicians 
cannot be counted against the health of the city. The real secret of their fre- 
quency is not that there is business in the city for all the doctors, or for one- 
quarter of them ; but that the recent rapid development of the city has led 
scores of doctors to locate here to ** grow up" with the community in the hope 
of some day getting together practice enough to live. About one in a dozen 
of the earliest comers did really find a practice growing up around him, and a 
few of the doctors, therefore, are getting rich fast ; but for the rest they come,, 
stay a few months, or as long as their capital lasts, waiting for the practice that 
never comes, and then vanish. 

Prostatic Enlargement. — ^The Clinical Reporter says that importance is- 
to be attached to a new operation for the relief of this condition, devised by 
Dr. Hunter McGuire, of Richmond. The operation is similar to suprapubic 
operation for stone. The only difference is that, in a case reported, he made 
the opening into the bladder as low down on its anterior wall as possible, and 
left the opening in the skin at the upper end of the incision. A drainage-tube 
was kept in for a short time. The result was that the patient passed his urine 
through the artificial urethra thus formed. The artificial urethra did not leak,, 
nor did the urine dribble away, no matter what the position of the man's body 
was. The urine was retained for several hours, often from four to six, and 
•then passed in a strong stream thrown several feet from the body, the last com- 
ing in jets, as from a natural outlet. The improvement of the patient upon 
whom he had done this operation had been wonderful. The artificial urethra,, 
or fistula, had the same relation to the bladder that the spout of a coffee-pot 
has to the pot. 

How to Lessen Shock. — Dr. D. VV. Cheever, in the Medical Record, 
makes so.Ti*exaeUent remirk>. up )n this subject which are summirized thus: 
(i.) Wait for reaction. (2.) Never neglect to calm those suffering men- 
tal shock by a cheerful word and personal presence. ^3.) Give alcohol, 
either spirits or wine, a quarter of an hour before the anaesthetic. (4.) Make 
the anaesthesia short ; never begin it until everything is ready ; suspend it dur- 
ing the less painful dressings. ^Consciousness r^urns tardily. We keep up the 
anaesthetic longer than \% necessary. ( 5.) As rapid an operation as can be 
prudently done ( 6.) As short a dressing as is practicable. ( 7.) As a car- 
dinal point, avoid chilling the patient. — To promote reaction after the opera- 
tion : (i.) Persistent and carefully 2ip^\\tA //rv heat {'?^t overcareful iboMt 
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accidental burns.) ( 2.) Liquid nourishment, combined with a stimulant and a 
fatte laudanum by enema. (3.) Subcutaneous injection of brandy. (4.> 
Aamnatic spirits of ammonia by the mouth. Champagne is sometimes retained 
irtwn otlicr things are rejected. ( 5.) Black coffee iind brandy, the stimulant 
fariMBiie$ue, when it can be retained on the stomach. (6.) Quiet; a hori- 
zontal, or more than horizontal, position ; assurance that all is over and doing 
well.

Oil of turpentine is recommended as an effectual deodorizer of iodoform^ 
If iodoform comes in contact with the fingers, these are rubbed with oil of tur- 
pentine and washed with soap. Utensils soiled by iodoform can be cleansed, 
in the same manner. — Teocas Courier- Record of Medicine. 

According to the Health Department's ** Weekly Return" for the week 
ending January 26, there were 34 deaths in Kansas (7ity, including i from 
croup, 2 from diphtheria, i from remittent fever, i from scarlet fever, 2 from 
pneumonia, i from pleuro-pneumonia, and 2 from septicaemia. 

Report says that the Royal College of Surgeons was almost unanimous in 
its vote of censure of Sir Morell Mackenzie, for publication of his account of 
the last sickness of the Emperor Frederick. This vote was in opposition to 
the efforts of the Empress Victoria to prevent it. — American Lancet, 

Dr. R. N. May field, of Boulder, has resigned his professorship in the 
Medical Department of the University of Colorado, preferring charges of un- 
ethical conduct against a number of his former associates, especially their com- 
mending in writing a vile book called ** Maidenhood and Womanhood." 

One has to go to England to get the latest news from America. Having 
evidently heard of the new law in New York, the editor of the Medical Press- 
makes the important note that the ** United States Congress " has provided by 
enactment for the use of electricity in its enforcement of the death penalty. 

A druggist was recently fined $50.00 in New York City for prescribing 
over the counter for two women, one ot whom was the wife of the agent of the 
county medical society, she having been sent to the pharmacist for the purpose 
of convicting him. c3, for such a court and such a society in Kansas City ! 

Gallabin is a **crank"'upon the use of the obstetric forceps. He says no 
one would now recommend so sparing a use as one in two hundred^ and quotes, 
statistics of St. Thomas' Lying-in Charity, which shows a forceps rate of one to 
sixteen— a rate which he claims does not endanger the mothers. Too frequent. 

The faculty of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of New York has 
resolved to extend its requirements for graduation — in addition to the prelimi- 
nary examination, obligatory upon every applicant other than college graduates. 
— to a four years' course of study, and to lectures during eight months in the 
year. 

The Western Medical Reporter, December, 1888, says that in a recent suit 
the Supreme Court of Indiana decided that unless damages are collected dur- 
ing the lifetime of the physician, they cannot be collected. No action lor 
damages in a malpractice suit can be maintained after the death of the party 
sued. 

The secret of the success of Dr. S. Weir Mitchell is given by Dr. Wil- 
liam Osier in the Canada Lancet thus: ** A naturally keen intellect, a profound 
knowledge of human nature, particularly of the frailer portion of it, and living 
faith in the value of the dietetic and hygienic measures in the treatment of the 
sick." 

Sir Andrew Clarke, a London physician, recently held a consultation with 
physicians in Victoria, British Columbia, by telegraph. The consultation lasted< 
three hours, and concerned Lord Ennismore who was ill with typhoid fever in 
Victoria. So says an exchange; it is a very interesting item, of course, but it 
is a lie. 
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Prof. Waxhara, of Chicago, has had ten recoveries in his last series of fif- 
teen cases of intubation in diphtheria; twenty-two in the last series of fifty ; 
.and fifty-three in his entire series of one hundred and seventy- three— say thirty 
per cent, in all, with an unusually good showing, sixty-six per cent., in the 
last fifteen. 

In the Weekly Medical Review^ November 17, Dr. Vance communicates 
the notes of a case of a mulatto girl, three and a half years old, who was born 
with a tail ; there was no bone in it, or prehensile power ; it was exactly like a 
pig's tail. At birth it measured one inch and a half, and when removed it was 
four inches long. 

In a case reported in the Deutsche Medicinal Zeitung ( Nov. 26 ) by Dr. 
Bornemann, sixty grains of sulphonal administered to a patient of fitty-three 
years, in one dose, alarming toxic effects were produced, as manifested in mus- 
cular incoordination with great mental depression ; six days were required for 
the ataxia to subside. 

Veit recommends the use of morphine in the treatment of puerperal 
•eclampsia. He begins by the hypodermatic injection of three-fifths of a grain, 
followed by half as much when required. It is usually necessary to administer 
from one and a fifth to three grains in four to seven hours. To be effective 
profound narcosis must be produced. 

Meinert, quoted by the American Journal of Medical Sciences, prefers cat- 
gut in Emmet's operation (for lacerated cervix), because he believes that par- 
ametritis may be caused by withdrawing the silver sutures in cases of deep 
laceration. In all the cases upon which I have operated catgut or silk has 
been employed, and with the greatest satisfaction.

Lautenbach has found nitro-glycerine useful for the relief of ringing in the 
ears, associated with functional and organic heart disease, but not due to serious 
ear trouble. Marked benefit was usually obtained within a day or two, although 
occasionally the remedy was continued for two or three months before much 
improvement was noted. — American Practitioner and News. 

The St. Joseph Medical Society will probably hold its meetings in the 
Coroner's office at the court house until more'suitable quarters can be obtained. 
— St, Joseph Medical Herald. — Ho, no, Bro. Hoyt — let the society continue to 
meet in the Coroner's office. There is no place so appropriate, taking into 
account the mysterious death of all your previous societies. 

Dr. W. L. Schenck, of Osage City, Kas., First Vice-President of the 
American Medical Association, has met with an irreparable loss in the death, 
Tecently, of his estimable and good wife. Dr. Schenck, who has been one of 
the most active workers in the profession, will have the deep sympathy of a 
host of friends in his present great affliction. — MediccU Register.

Chloride of barium i gr. 

Distilled water q. s. 

Lanoline 15 grammes. 

Oil of sweet almonds 5 "

4he fatty mixture. Rub the dilated veins with this three times a day.

Prof. Paul F. Mund^ says the Faradic current can be applied to the fol- 
lowing conditions : Insufficient development of uterus and ovaries, amenor- 
rhoea, superinvolution, displacements and intersititial fibroids. Galvanic cur- 
rent: Hyperplasia uterina, chronic ovaritis, and lymphadenitis, pelvic neu- 
ralgia, local and reflex neuralgic and mechanical dysmenorrhoea, erosions of the 
neck, subinvolution, subperitoneal uterine fibroids. 

A patient of a "clairvoyant" doctor at Madison, Wis., has sued and ob- 
tained a judgment for $1,500 (affirmed in the supreme court), for having been 
rendered a cripple through treatment for rheumatism instead of hip joint dis- 
ease, his real ailment. The court overruled the plea of the defendant that he 
should be free from liability because the patient was fully aware of the pe- 
culiar ''school" of medicine to which he belonged. 

Dr. Roswell P^lrk, of Buffalo, claims that oxide of zinc possesses all the 
good advantages of iodoform and few of its disadvantages. The same may be 
said of hydronaphthol, boric acid and quinine. For a number of years I have 
employed powdered sulphate of cinchonidia as a surgical dressing and with the 
greatest satisfaction ; it is far superior to iodoform ( as well as cheaper ), car- 
bolic acid, subiodide of bismuth, etc. — at least in minor surgical operations. 

This mixture is highly recommended in true diabetes : 
Lithium carbonate, grs. clx. 

Sodium arseniate, grs. clxv. 

Extract of gentian, grs. Ixxx. 

Mix and divide into 100 pills, of which one is to be taken every morning 
and evening, the use to continue for some time after sugar has disappeared 
from the urine. 

A Yale graduate, who was a student about thirty years ago, said, in speak- 
ing of changes that had taken place since his lime : ** I never knew whether to 
attach any significance to it or not, but when I was there the law school adjoined 
the jail, the medical college was next the cemetery, and the divinity school was 
on the road to the poor house." — Medical Register. If the medical college had 
been on the road to the poor house it would have been more in accordance with 
the eternal fitness of things. 

Two factions exist in the St. Louis Medical Society — a body always ready 
to be transformed into a hippodrome at a moment's notice. One of these fac- 
tions elected Dr. Frank Lutz president and at the next meeting the other 
faction elected Dr. J. R. Lemen as its president ; so at the last meeting there 
was presented the novel sight of two presidents of one body, each one running 
a meeting of his own, with different programmes. The indications are that the 
Lutz element will control. 

Dr. Geo. T. Hulbert, of St. Louis, argues that many inflammations, though 
simple, septic or specific, of the uterine appendages may be cured without a 
resort to Taifs operation, electricity being an agent through which a happy ter- 
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mination can be obtained, the functional activity remaining unimpaired. Where 
there are dead products, such as pus, resort must be had to the knife, but before 
the formation of effete products electricity should have a fair and intelligent trial 
before resorting to the knife. 

Of syrup iodide of iron Prof. A. Jacobi says {Archives of Padiattics) : It is 
well tolerated by the youngest infants; as many drops as the baby has months 
may be given three times a day up to eight or ten drops a dose. It is well tol- 
erated by the stomach, in which the iodine is freed from the iron and acts as an. 
antifermentative. Besides, experience appears to conform the theoietical infer- 
ence that it proves its power as an absorbent in cases of anaemia complicated 
with glandular enlargements. 

For the relief of dyspepsia accompanied by palpitation^ the Revue de Ther- 
apetUique suggests 

Compound tincture of cardamon 3ij 

Aromatic spirits of ammonia 3ij 

Bicarbonate of soda 3j

The British Dental Journal gives a formula for a mouth wash for spongy- 
gums, stomatitis and application after extraction of a tooth. It is made thus : 
R Resorcin, gij 

Extr. eucalypt. volatil., si 
Aquae, ad fjiv 
Misce. — Rub up with magnesium carbonate ^ij and filter. Add a tea- 
spoonful to a tumblerful of water for a wash. 

Lawson Tait says, in his recently published lectures on ectopic pregnancy 
and pelvic haematocele : ** I once saw a surgeon, who is now a baronet sind has 
a court appointment, remove a breast with a tumor in it. After he had the 
whole thing in his hands, he drew his knife across the tumor, and out spurted 
a lot of laudable pus. He had made his explorative incision after the treat- 
ment was complete. Absolute accuracy of diagnosis in the abdomen is very 
far from being possible ; only the ignorant assert that it is, and only the fools 
wait foi- it." 

Dr. Esguive, Colonization physician to the Paris-Lyons-Mediterranean 
Railway, Bon-Medja, France, says: **I tried bromidia (Battle) on two cases 
of insomnia, which I had already treated for some time, with a mixture of 
equal parts of bromide of potassium and chloral. In a large number of cases 
it is important not to push too far the quantity of bromide of potassium. On 
this account I believe bromidia is destined to be of real value, particularly in 
insomnia of cardiac origin, and I deem it vastly superior to the simple mixture 
of bromide of potassium and chloral." 

For the bronchial catarrh of whooping cough Bartholow recommends : 
R Tinct. aconiti rad. /wxvi 

Tinct. opii deodorat. mv\\) 
Syrupi tolutani f^vij 

Synipi scillae comp.

Misce. Sig. Teaspoonful every two, three or four hours. It is an excellent 
cough mixture under any circumstances. 

The McPherson 0)unty Medical Society held a banquet January 17, pre- 
ceded by an interesting meeting of which the programme read : Membranous 
Croup, by Dr. W. S. Harvey, McPherson \ Tuberculosis, Dr. J. E. Berquist, 
Lindsborg ; Hot water in the treatment of uterine haemorrhage. Dr. R. S* Simp- 
son, McPherson ; Clinic, Dr. Geo. Matchett, McPherson. The officers of the 
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Society are Dr. J. W. Bacon, of McPherson, President \ Dr. W. U. George, of 
Canton, ist vice president ; Dr. J. B. Curtiss, of Lindsborg, 2nd vice-president; 
Dr. A. H. Cordier. of McPherson, Secretary and Dr. J. E. Rouze, of McPher- 
son, Treasurer. 

**Dr." Geismardo, who not long since plied his trade in Kansas City un- 
molested, has again come to grief, the Erie County Medical Society having 
driven him from Buffalo, and th« World from New York City. He has been 
figuring under the name of "Professor Leblanc," and is the same fellow who 
was once imprisoned in the Oregon penitentiary for infecting a paraplegic pa- 
tient with syphilis by sexual intercourse carried on under the pretense of using 
a '^magnetic probe." He will probably return to Kansas City, as this appears 
to be about the only place where the Medical Society and the State's officers 
pay no attention to such robbers. 

In a recent lecture ( Medical Waif) Prof. Pepper gives the following treat- 
ment of enteralgia: Correct the indigestion; give remedies to control the parox- 
ysm. The salts of silver often do more good than arsenic, but it is generally 
best to give arsenic a trial first. Chloroform in from five to ten minim doses 
will often arrest an attack. Equal parts of hydrocyanic acid and ammoniated 
lincture of valerian will often give much relief. The application of an oint- 
ment of veratrum over the bowels will give much relief. The most prompt 
relief may be obtained by hypodermatic injections of morphia and atropia. 
If the pain be due to lead, give iodide of potassium. If intermittent, give 
'quinia. 

The October number of the Western Medical Reporter ^ the organ of the Chi- 
cago College of Physicians and Surgeons, contains a series of letters which passed 
between Dr. D. A. K. Steele, of that college, and Lawson Tait. Steele seems 
to have gotten the worse in the correspondence, which came out of Tait's refusal 
to let him view a laparotomy in his (Tait's) private hospital. As a ** revenge *' 
he publishes letters intended to h^ private communications! Tait classes him as 
belonging to the *' globe trotters' tribe" — the members of which rush from oper- 
ator to operator simply to say: **I have seen Tait, or Apostoli, or von Berg- 
mann perform," just as they would go to see Langtry or Adelina Patti. The 
letters were "rich."

GRADUATE INSTRUCTION 

IN THE 

Medical School of Harvard UniYersity.
